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GENERAL INFORMATION 


The Superintendent of Documents, Washington, D. C., is authorized by law 
to Sell copies of Government publications and to allow a discount of 25 percent to 
book dealers and quantity purchasers on condition that the purchasers will ad- 
here to the public sales price set by the Superintendent of Documents and that 
publications shall not be overprinted with any advertising matter. 

Publications cannot be supplied free to individuals nor forwarded in advance 
of payment. 

The accumulation of publications in this Office amounts to several millions, 
of which over five million are assorted, forming the sales stock. Many rare 
books are included, but under the law all must be sold regardless of their age 
or scarcity. Many of the books have been in stock some time, and are apt to 
be shopworn. In filling orders the best copy available is sent. 


PRICE LISTS 


A general price list of public documents is not available, but numerous lists 
have been prepared on special subjects and any of these will be furnished 
free, on application, if the person interested will state the subject or subjects 
concerning which information is desired. It will also be noted that current 
publications which are for sale are listed in this catalog. 


WEEKLY LIST 


In addition to the Price lists, the Documents Office issues a Weekly List of 
Selected United States Government Publications for sale by the Superintendent 
of Documents. Each list is arranged alphabetically by subjects, with annota- 
tions and prices, and may be obtained free upon application to the Superin- 
tendent of Documents. 

HOW TO ORDER PUBLICATIONS 


Publications entered in this catalog that are for sale by the Superin- 
tendent of Documents are indicated by a star (*) preceding the price. A dag- 
ger (+) indicates that application should be made to the department, bureau, 
or division issuing the document. A double dagger (ft) indicates that the 
document is printed for official use. Whenever additional information con- 
cerning the method of procuring a document seems necesary, it will be found 
under the name of the bureau by which it was published. 

In ordering a publication from the Superintendent of Documents, give (if 
known) the name of the publishing department, bureau, or division, and the 
title, together with the classification number which is added to the entry at the 
extreme right; order the congressional documents and reports by the title, 
together with the document or report number and the Congress and session, 
e. g., H. doc. 78, 74-1. 

Do not use the L. C. card number in ordering a publication. 


HOW TO REMIT 
Remittances for the documents marked with a star (*) should be made to the 


Superintendent of Documents, Washington, D. C., by coupons, postal money 
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order, express order, or check. Currency may be sent at sender’s risk. For- 
eign remittances should be made either by international money order or draft 
on an American bank. 

Postage stamps, foreign money, defaced or smooth coins, will not be accepted. 

For the convenience of the general public, coupons that are good until 
used in exchange for Government publications sold by the Superintendent 
of Documents may be purchased from his Office in sets of 20 for $1. 
Address order to Superintendent of Documents, Government Printing Office, 
Washington, D. C. 

No charge is made for postage on documents forwarded to points in United 
States, Alaska, Guam, Hawaii, Philippine Islands, Puerto Rico, Samoa, or to 
Canada, Cuba, or Mexico. To other countries the regular rate of postage is 
charged, and remittances must cover such postage. In computing foreign 
postage, add one-third of the price of the publication. 


TO LIBRARIANS 


The number given at the extreme right of each entry (except for congres- 
sional documents and reports) is the classification number by which the pub- 
lication is arranged in the Library and in the sales stock of the Office of the 
Superintendent of Documents. It can be used as a classification number by 
such libraries as are using, for the departmental publications, the arrange- 
ment of public documents advocated in the Checklist of United States Public 
Documents, 1789-1909. In using this number as a classification number in a 
library, it should be noted that the shilling mark (/) is used to separate what 
would ordinarily be a superior number or letter (the numbers or letters imme- 
diately following the line) from the main classification number, it not being 
practicable to print these numbers and letters as superiors in the Monthly 
Catalog, e. g., the number A 1.23/a: So 96/4 listed in the Monthly Catalog would 
be A 1.23*: So 96° in a library. 


LIBRARY OF CONGRESS CARDS 


Numbers to be used in ordering the printed catalog cards of the Library of 
Congress are appended to entries for the more important publications. These 
are given at the left, with “L. C. card” prefixed. Do not confuse with the 
Documents Office classification number given at the right. Orders for these 
ecards, remittances in payment for them, and requests for information about 
them should be addressed to the Librarian of Congress, not to the Superintend- 
ent of Documents.

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NOoTES OF GENERAL INTEREST 


TREATIES AND OTHER INTERNATIONAL ACTS OF UNITED STATES 


Volume 4 of the treaty edition of the Department of State, entitled “ Treaties 
and Other International Acts of the United States of America”, has just 
been completed. The treaty edition, which is being edited by Mr. Hunter 
Miller, Historical Adviser of the Department, will comprise some 15 volumes, 
to be published from time to time, and will contain, in chronological order, 
all the treaties and other international agreements of the United States which 
have ever been in force. Volumes 1, 2, and 3 have already been published. 
Volume 1, which is composed entirely of descriptive matter and tables relat- 
ing to the entire edition, was issued in preliminary form; volume 2, the 
first volume of document texts, covers the period from the Declaration of 
Independence through 1818; volume 3 covers the period from 1819 through 
1835. 

Volume 4, the third volume of document texts, contains 42 documents (881 
pages) and covers the period from January 1836 to June 1846. 

Among the papers of that time are some of considerable interest and impor- 
tance. There is the Webster-Ashburton Treaty of 1842, which brought to a 
peaceful conclusion the long-standing and bitter disagreement regarding the 
northeastern boundary originating in the imperfect description of the line in 
the Treaty of Peace of 1783, and which settled all other then-pending dif- 
ferences between the United States and Great Britain except the question of 
the northwestern boundary; there is also the arrangement of 1845 for the 
annexation of Texas, which increased the territory of the United States 
by nearly one-fourth. Another interesting document is the treaty of 1844 
with China, the first treaty of the United States with that country, which 
is printed in English and Chinese, the latter version being reproduced in fac- 
simile from the original treaty. 

The period of American diplomacy covered by volume 4 saw the conclusion 
of the first treaty of the United States with Venezuela; the renewal, in almost 
identical terms, of the old treaty of 1786 with Morocco; the conclusion of 
the first and only treaty of the United States with the short-lived Peru- 
Bolivian Confederation; the conclusion of the first treaty with Greece; the 
recognition of the independent Republic of Texas and the conclusion of a 
claims convention and a boundary convention with that Government; the 
conclusion of the first treaty with Sardinia, which was negotiated by Nathaniel 
Niles as Special Agent of the United States; the conclusion of the first treaty 
with Ecuador, the first two treaties with Hanover, the first formal treaty 
with Portugal, the first treaty with Peru, and the first treaty with Belgium; 
and the negotiation of a series of conventions for the abolition of the droit 
d@aubaine and taxes on emigration with the German states of Hesse, Wiirttem- 
berg, Bavaria, Saxony, and Nassau. ¥ 

Of the 42 documents in volume 4, 14—one-third of them—have not been 
printed heretofore in treaty collections of the United States; and some, it 
seems, have never before been printed anywhere. These 14 documents are

(1) the claims agreement of 1839 with the Netherlands; (2) the commercial 
regulations of 1839 with Samoa; (3) the commercial regulations of 1840 with 
Fiji; (4-5) the two claims agreements of 1840 with Chile; (6) the agree- 
ment of 1842 with the Sultan of Sulu; (7) the claims convention of 1843 
with New Granada; (8) the claims convention of 1843 with Brazil; (9) the 
claims arrangement of 1844 with Venezuela; (10-11) the two claims conven- 
tions of 1844 with New Granada; (12) the arrangement for the annexation 
of Texas; (13) the claims convention of 1845 with New Granada; and (14) 
the claims convention of 1846 with New Granada. Three of these agreements— 
those with Samoa, Fiji, and Sulu—were negotiated and signed by Lt. Charles 
Wilkes, U. S. N., in the course of the famous United States Exploring Expedi- 
tion of 1838-42 commanded by Wilkes and discussed briefly in the notes to 
these documents. 

The texts of all the agreements printed have been collated with the original 
documents and are literally reproduced as far as it is possible to reproduce 
handwritten texts in type. The texts are identical with the originals even 
in such matters as spelling, punctuation, and capitalization; and, accordingly, 
they show any errors and slips made by the scriveners. In the case of certain 
of these agreements no wholly exact text has heretofore been printed, 

Each agreenient is printed in whatever language or languages it is written, 
thus permitting comparison of different versions where the meaning of any 
portion of the text may be in doubt; and when the treaty was written only in 
a foreign language, there is printed an authoritative English translation. Fol- 
lowing the text of each treaty are comprehensive notes relating to the text of 
the instrument, the treaty-making procedure, the negotiations, the subsequent 
diplomatic history, and the execution of the treaty. 

Among the special features of volume 4 are a historical map of Texas, printed 
in connection with the boundary convention of 1838; a half-tone facsimile of 
the agreement of 1842 with Sulu, reproduced from the original document in 
the Division of Manuscripts of the Library of Congress; a facsimile reproduc- 
tion, page for page, of the original Arabic text of the treaty of 1836 with 
Morocco; a facsimile reproduction, page for page, of the Chinese version of 
the treaty of 1844 with China, and of the appended tariff schedule; and a 
bibliography, comprising fourteen pages, of the writings cited in the volume.
